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ONION-RAISING IN SCOTT COUNTY, IOWA. 
Special Correspondence of The Uhicago Tribune, 

DAVENPORT, Ia, Sept. 10.—Everybody eats 
onions in Davenport and Seott County. Ever 
body scems to like them, though it would make 
little difference whether they liked them or not, 
—they would have to eat them anyway, as a 
matter of self-defense. A dish of raw onions 
and vinegar is quite as common in one house- 
hold as another; and why not? The onions are 
produced bere in the most luxuriant growth, 
and one not eating them would be as much out 
of place asa lady in a SmOKing-ecar, while eat- 
ing them secures one against the smeil of his 
neighbor's onion-laden breath. 

As I before said, the onion grows luxuriantly. 
In the sping and summer one may see long rows 
of green stretching out over sometimes twenty- 
five acres of ground. The rows are a foot apart; 
and one always feels glad that he doesn't own 
an onion-patch, when be sees the tired weeder, 
with bended, aching back, zo up and down the 
long rows at his seemingly endless task. But, 
nevertheless, some of these Onion-patches are 
good investments. The average yield is about 
350 bushels per acre, and the average price about 
75 cents per bushel. Two Bundred dollars por 
acre, or $2000 for a ten-acre patch, is not so bad. 

Walking out of a warm day about onion-bar- 
yest time, one’s olfactories will be greeted, 
sometimes long before be reaches a patch of 
these fragram bulbs, with A scent-laden breeze

The significant featare of renewed threats 
at the South of tercoufse with the 
North in ¢onimercial rs lies in the fact 
that precisely the same policy was the pre- 
cursor of the secession of 1860.
